Last-minute reprieve 
for county libraries 



CAMPAIGNERS fighting to 
save libraries across North¬ 
amptonshire have said they 
are concerned they could still 
face the axe, despite those 
under threat of closure being 
given a last-minute reprieve 
on Tuesday. 

As part of its £73 million money¬ 
saving budget plans published in De¬ 
cember, Northamptonshire County 
Council warned it may have to close 
eight libraries in the county, includ¬ 
ing those in St James in Northamp¬ 
ton, Woodford Halse, Roade and 
Moulton. 

But yesterday, the authority an¬ 
nounced the plans had been shelved 
“at this point” so a full review of the 
county’s entire library service could 
be held to make it ‘fit for the 21st Cen¬ 
tury’. 

After initially welcoming the 
move, those who have campaigned 
to save the libraries said they feared 
their closure had only been delayed 
until the review was carried out. 

St James’ resident, Graham 
Croucher, who has been fighting the 
closure of St James Library, told 
members of the county council dur¬ 
ing a meeting of the authority on 
Tuesday, that residents would keep 
up the fight to support their librar¬ 
ies. 

He said: “Some people would think 
we’d be jumping for joy following the 
announcement that libraries are go¬ 


ing to be saved from the cuts. 

“But we fear it’s not true; we think 
it’s just a fig leaf to hide the truth. 

“The council has only said no li¬ 
braries will close ‘at this point’, so 
when will they close?” 

He was backed by opposition coun¬ 
cil members who said they feared 
the closure of libraries had only 
ever been suggested to take away 
publicity from other unpopular cuts, 
including cuts to the funding of the 
fire service, plans to withdraw mon¬ 


ey from the group which provides 
the county’s speed cameras, reduc¬ 
tions in bus subsidies and changes 
to social care services. 

Councillor Tony Clarke {Ind, Cas¬ 
tle) added: “I can’t help but believe 
it’s all been a smoke screen to divert 
our attention from the cuts which 
are faced in other areas, such as so¬ 
cial services, which will have a mas¬ 
sive impact on people’s lives.” 

The leader of the opposition at 
County Hall, Councillor Brendan 


Glynane (Lib Dem, Delapre) added: 
“I think this is only a short-term 
reprieve for libraries as the council 
has only said they’re safe ‘for the 
time being’. I don’t think anybody in 
Northamptonshire can relax about 
this one.” 

The county council has found the 
£147,000 needed to save the libraries 
from a number of back-office sav¬ 
ings, including a 25 per cent cut from 
the authority’s £800,000-a-year bill it 
currently pays to rent photocopiers. 


The deputy leader of the opposi¬ 
tion Labour group on the county 
council. Councillor Mark Bullock 
{Lab, Corby Central), who first un¬ 
covered the photocopying bill, said: 
“They’re not saving the library serv¬ 
ice at all, anybody who thinks they 
are is in cloud cuckoo land. 

“And they wouldn’t even have been 
able to find the money for this move 
by cutting back on the photocopiers 
bill if we hadn’t brought it up. 

“But I think the photocopiers bill 
should actually be halved. At the 
very least, there should be £200,000 
of savings to be found there.” 

As part of the last-minute changes 
to the budget plans, the county coun¬ 
cil also decided to reduce the amount 
of money it was planning to take out 
of the Trading Standards service; 
to invest £300,000 in ‘targeted com¬ 
munity transport support’; and to 
reduce the amount of funding it was 
planning to take away from the vol¬ 
untary sector by £250,000. 

The authority’s cabinet member 
for finance. Councillor Bill Parker 
{Con, Brambleside) said groups fight¬ 
ing to save the eight under-threat 
libraries had managed to secure 
£40,000 of funding to keep them open 
and he hoped that could be repeated 
across the county to create new ‘peo¬ 
ple’s libraries’. 

The council will meet at County 
Hall again on Thursday, February 24 
to make the final decision on whether 
or not the latest budget plans should 
get the go-ahead.

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Kidnap victim 
ieft for dead 



Police want to speak to witnesses who may have seen the victim's abduction before his 
car was abandoned in Camp Hill and he was left for dead in a field near the Ml 


THE victim of a violent 
abduction has told how 
his kidnappers hand¬ 
cuffed and gagged him 
before attacking him 
with a metal bar and 
leaving him for dead. 

The man, who the Mercury & 
Citizen has agreed not to iden¬ 
tify, was abducted by a vicious 
gang after visiting a friend in 
Lodge Avenue, Collingtree, at 
9.30pm, on Wednesday, Febru¬ 
ary 2. 

During his horrific four- 
hour ordeal he was subjected 
to savage beatings, including 
one with a metal bar, leav¬ 
ing him requiring emergency 
brain surgery 

Speaking to the Chron yes¬ 
terday, the man said he had 
parked his Porsche car in 
Lodge Avenue when five mem¬ 
bers of a gang jumped on him. 
The men, all wearing bala¬ 
clavas, handcuffed him before 
one struck him over the head 
with a metal bar. 

They then punched him 
several times to the head and 
face, breaking his nose, be¬ 
fore demanding he hand over 
money. 

When he said he had none, 
they taped his mouth and took 
photos of his face, before bun¬ 
dling him into his Porsche. 

The gang then sped off in 
the car and another vehicle - 
thought to be a dark-coloured 
estate car - before stopping 
at The Greyhound pub’s car 
park, in Milton Malsor. 


They then drove to Dayrell 
Road, Camp Hill, where the 
gang abandoned the Porsche 
and hauled their victim into 
the boot of the estate car. 

The victim said: “They 
pulled a bag over my head. He 
was saying ‘you are not going 
to see the sunrise tomorrow. 
Either you tell us what we 
want to know or this is it for 
you’.” 

The gang finally took the 
man to a gated field, off the 
A45, close to junction 16 of 
the Ml, where they realised 
he had no significant money 
on him. 

They demanded he strip 
from the waist down and lie 


on the floor, where they began 
kicking him in one last savage 
attack. 

They then left him half-na¬ 
ked and covered in blood. 

The victim told how he was 
able to stagger out of the field 
towards the Ml where a pass¬ 
ing police car picked him up. 

He has since undergone 
emergency brain surgery and 
is awaiting tests on his chest 
and internal organs. 

He added: “It was petrify¬ 
ing. That survival instinct 
took over and I wouldn’t allow 
them to beat me down. I think 
they would be quite happy if I 
was dead or if I was in hospi¬ 
tal for the rest of my life.” 


The gang stole a gold watch, 
gold chains and some money 
and it is thought they may 
have returned to steal a white 
550cc quad bike parked in 
Lodge Avenue, Collingtree. 

Police, who are appealing 
for eyewitnesses, said one of 
the men was white, aged 28-30, 
between 6ft and 6ft 2in. He was 
wearing a balaclava, black zip- 
up jacket and black gloves. 

A second man was white, 
around 5ft Sin, aged 25-28, with 
mousey-brown crew-cut hair, 
and had his front left tooth 
missing. One of the men may 
have been called ‘Lee’. They 
are believed to have been lo¬ 
cal.

SUPERGRAN Ann Timson 
dusted herself down from 
her confrontation with 
sledgehammer-wielding 
robbers and trotted off to 
her afternoon dance class, 
she has revealed, describ¬ 
ing herself as "a feisty little 
beggar" 

Speaking to a national news¬ 
paper over the weekend, her first 
interview since our sister paper 
the Chron’s sought-after world ex¬ 
clusive with the handbag heroine 
last week, she said the only reason 
she was able to sprint along Gold 
Street towards the robbers was 
because she had bandages on her 
legs. 

She told the Daily Mail: “Peo¬ 
ple keep saying I sprinted up to 
the robbers, but I can’t sprint, my 
knees are too wobbly I’d say it was 
more of an amble, an amble at a 
reasonable speed. The only reason 
I could do it at all was because that 
morning I’d put support bandages 
on both my legs in preparation for 
my afternoon dancing class. 

“I realised as I got close that 
they were robbing the jeweller’s, 
but I was in full flight. I couldn’t 
have stopped even if I’d wanted 


to. 

“I was shouting ‘stop it, stop 
it’ and then, when one of them 
tumbled over, I shouted to all the 
people standing there ‘sit on him, 
sit on him!’ I missed as many as 
I hit, but all I could think was 
‘how dare they do such a thing 
. . . and in broad daylight, too!’. 
The audacity of those people . . . 
it’s beyond belief. 

“When someone took the hel¬ 
met off the lad we’d restrained, 
I couldn’t believe how young he 
was ... and he looked terrified. 

“He was just a boy. I thought 
of my own son at that age and it 
made me realise how much things 


have changed in this country 

“A few decades ago, young men 
respected their elders. Yet one 
of these lads had even raised his 
hammer at me. If he hadn’t real¬ 
ised he was about to whack an old 
woman, I hate to think what he 
could have done to me.” 

The 71-year-old has become a 
global phenomenon in the past 
week, with footage of her ex¬ 
traordinary bravery being shown 
across the world. 

As a result of her actions, four 
men appeared at Northampton 
Magistrates’ Court last week 
charged with robbery and theft of 
a vehicle.

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Forecourts hit 
by fuel thieves 


LATEST figures revealed by 
police show that more than 
750 people drove off without 
paying for petrol in North¬ 
amptonshire last year. 

The figures were pub¬ 
lished following a Freedom 
of Information request to 
Northamptonshire Police 
earlier this month. 

A total of 752 incidents of 
people driving away from 
petrol station forecourts 
without paying for their fuel 
were reported in the county 
in 2010. 

The figure equates to more 
than two incidents of “bilk¬ 
ing” a day. 

Jason Lee, assistant man¬ 
ager at Grose Petrol Station 
in Queens Park Parade in 


Kingsthorpe, said the fig¬ 
ures did not surprise him 
and that he would like to see 
a move towards a pre-pay 
service. 

He said: “The figures don’t 
surprise me one bit, it’s a 
problem in this line of work. 
We get spates of offences, 
we can go six months with¬ 
out any and then get three 
in one week. 

“It’s a big hassle, but all 
we can do is get the CCTV 
and contact police. 

“There is only one guar¬ 
anteed way to stop it from 
happening and that is to 
make customers pre-pay, 
it’s something I’d like to the 
see whole country move to¬ 
wards.”

Former police officer Nicholas Whitehead pleaded guilty at Northampton 
Crown Court to indecent assaults and fraud mnce n-02-n-SL2 

Ex-officer

A POLiCE officer who 
sexuaiiy abused a 
teenage girl almost 
20 years ago escaped 
a prison sentence 
when a judge ordered 
he have sex offender 
treatment. 

Nicholas Whitehead, 
aged 52, continued to serve 
as a custody sergeant at 
Wellingborough police sta¬ 
tion even after the abuse 
came to light in 1992. 

The victim told police 
officers - 18 years ago and 
then again last year - how 
Whitehead had subjected 
her to repeated sexual 
abuse. 

David Herbert, prosecut¬ 
ing at Northampton Crown 
Court, said no action was 
taken against him at the 
time and when Whitehead 
tried to commit suicide 
in 1992, he received only 
counselling from North¬ 
amptonshire Police’s wel¬ 
fare department. 

Whitehead, of Broad 
Street, Brixworth, con¬ 
tinued to serve as a police 
sergeant until August last 
year when he resigned 
from the county force after 
32 years’ service, shortly 
after being charged with 
indecent assaults. He was 
informed he was also be¬ 
ing investigated for fraud. 

The court heard White- 
head and his wife sepa¬ 
rated in 1999 yet continued 
to pay into an endowment 


policy. But in March 2009, 
he wrote to Guardian Life, 
purporting to be from them 
both, forging her signature 
to change the correspond¬ 
ence address to his Brix¬ 
worth home. Last April he 
forged her signature again, 
and cashed in the £25,365 
policy. 

Mr Herbert said the pros¬ 
ecution accepted he initial¬ 
ly intended to give half to 
his estranged wife but only 
until he was charged with 
the sexual offences in July 
last year. Instead, he paid 
it into his new partner’s 
account. 

He then took an over¬ 
dose of tablets in a second 
suicide attempt. 

Whitehead, who pleaded 
guilty to indecent assaults 
and fraud, was on Monday 
sentenced to a three-year 
probation order and must 
attend the community sex 
offender group work pro¬ 
gram and pay £500 costs. 
He was placed on the Sex 
Offenders’ Register for five 
years. 

Judge Ian Alexander 
QC said: “The defendant 
has had long service as 
a police officer and from 
the early 1990s, had a for¬ 
mal complaint been made, 
it’s clear his career would 
have ended then. The court 
notes there has been no 
repetition of this behav¬ 
iour since.” 

Whitehead’s victim, 
who cannot be named for 


legal reasons, accused 
Northamptonshire Police 
of a cover-up and of “look¬ 
ing after their own”, and 
has referred the force to 
the Independent Police 
Complaints’ Commis¬ 
sion (IPCC). She said: “A 
big weight has been lifted 
from me. I think the behav¬ 
iour of Northamptonshire 
Police has been appalling, 
they’ve not protected the 
victim. They’ve protected 
their own. He should not 
have been allowed to have 
served as an officer as long 
as he did.” 

Det Chief Insp Andy 
Tennet, from the Profes¬ 
sional Standards Depart¬ 
ment, said: “We referred 
a number of complaints 
to the IPCC regarding the 
historic actions taken by 
Northamptonshire Police 
20 years ago, in relation to 
allegations of sexual as¬ 
sault by a serving police 
officer in the 1990s. 

“We understand the 
IPCC has decided no fur¬ 
ther action is to be taken 
in relation to these com¬ 
plaints. 

“We also referred a 
number of complaints to 
the IPCC in relation to the 
actions taken by North¬ 
amptonshire Police in 2010. 
We are currently working 
with the IPCC in relation 
to these matters, and have 
already resolved a number 
of issues locally with the 
victim.”

Text is still 
a mystery 


A PUZZLE over mysterious 
text inscribed into centu- 
ries-old antique porcelain 
has been solved - but has 
thrown up more questions 
than answers, according to 
the artefacts' owner. 

Last month Northampton resi¬ 
dent Peter Sanders discovered 
verses, which appeared to be in 
Chinese, scratched inside the lids 
of several porcelain boxes in his 
collection. 

The 66-year-old former King- 
sthorpe College teacher, a collec¬ 
tor of Chinese export porcelain 
and a published author on the 
subject, had appealed for help 
from volunteers at The University 
of Northampton. 

But with the translation now 
completed by final year nursing 
students Lu Zhang and Yuan Chi, 
Mr Sanders said he was still un¬ 
able to say for sure what the boxes 
were used for. 

The blue and white boxes, each 
of which contains 40 to 50 charac¬ 
ters of text, are believed to have 
been made in Dehua, in the Fujian 
Province in south China some 
time in the late 19th century. 

Inscribed with dates of birth 


and death of four Chinese wom¬ 
en in the late 19th and early 20th 
centuries, Mr Sanders said he be¬ 
lieved they could be memorial or 
burial cards given out at funerals. 

He said: “It’s really pleasing to 
get the translation and that these 
young women have given up their 
time to help. 

“But the mystery still isn’t 
solved and my research will con¬ 
tinue. The problem is these boxes 
were not produced for big events, 
but for everyday things, and it 
is customs like these that are of¬ 
ten forgotten with time and that 
persist with puzzles about what 
things were used for.” 

Miss Zhang and Miss Chi, both 
aged 22 and originally from north¬ 
ern China but now living in St 
James, Northampton, said they 
had been pleased to help out. 

Miss Chi said: “We’re not sure 
what they were used for because 
we’ve never seen anything like 
them before and the text is in an 
old form of Chinese, but we hope 
what we’ve done will help Mr 
Sanders in his research.” 

Miss Zhang said: “We’re really 
proud and happy to have helped, 
as well as pleased to find someone 
in the UK taking such an interest 
in China and Chinese people.”

A MUSIC composer from 
Northampton has been 
honoured with an interna¬ 
tional prize, becoming the 
youngest musician to ever 
pick up the award. 

Former Kingsthorpe Middle 
School and Northampton School 
for Boys pupil, Steven Daverson, 
aged 26, has been honoured with 
one of three prizes awarded to 
composers by the prestigious 
Ernst von Siemens Music Foun¬ 
dation. 

Steven, who is currently a doc¬ 
toral student at the Royal College 
of Music, will pick up his award 
at a musical ceremony in Munich 
in May, when a composition he 
is writing especially for the cer¬ 
emony will also be performed. 

Steven, whose parents lived in 


Kingsthorpe for 40 years before 
recently moving to Pitsford, said 
he was stunned he had been hon¬ 
oured with the award. 

He said: “It is an incredibly 
big deal for me to win this. It is 
amazing. 

“There are four awards given 
out, one of them is going to a 
German composer, Aribert Rei- 
mann, as a life-time achievement 
award, and that is one of the big¬ 
gest prizes in music. 

“As well as that they are giving 
three smaller prizes, of which I 
am one of the winners.” 

Steven, who grew up in King¬ 
sthorpe, has been recognised 
alongside two young composers 
from Spain and Germany. 

He admits he cannot remem¬ 
ber a time when music was not 
a big part of his life, saying his 


route to award-winning musical 
composition started, like most, 
with the humble recorder. 

Steven, who hopes to become a 
composer and tutor after gradu¬ 
ating, said: “I started with the re¬ 
corder, like everyone, and I had 
a few violin lessons for a year or 
two but I packed that in. 

“I taught myself the electric 
keyboard for a few years us¬ 
ing one of those teach yourself 
books. 

“Then when I was at middle 
school the band needed a bas¬ 
soonist so I auditioned, got it, 
and then started going up the 
ranks of county orchestras and I 
started writing compositions for 
my GCSEs. 

“I just really enjoyed the crea¬ 
tive process of writing a piece of 
music.”

OHN Wayne won the Oscar 
- from his only nomination - as 
hard-drinking gunslinger Roost¬ 
er Cogburn in Henry Hathaway’s 
1969 version of True Grit, adapted 
from the novel by Charles Portis. 
Almost 40 years later, Jeff Bridges 
is nominated for the Oscar for the 


very same role in Joel and Ethan 
Coen’s masterful reworking, that 
layers this bloody tale of retribu¬ 
tion with the brothers’ trademark 
black humour. 

It’s clear from his first appearance, 
shifting nervously in a courtroom 
witness stand, that Bridges is not 
paying homage to his predecessor. 
He mumbles words as if he is 
permanently chewing on a ball of 
tobacco, spitting out polished one- 
liners like bullets. 

After a chaotic gunfight, he 
reneges on a promise to bury the 


fallen because the “ground is too 
hard. If these men wanted a decent 
burial they should have got them¬ 
selves killed in summer.” 

So that’s how the west was won. 

“I was just 14 years of age when 
a coward by the name of Tom 
Chaney shot my father down and 
robbed him of his life,” explains 
Mattie Ross (Hailee Steinfeld) in 
her opening voiceover. 

And so Mattie seeks out marshal 
Rooster Cogburn (Bridges) and 
hires him to help her track down 
Tom Chaney (Josh Brolin), who 


has taken up with Lucky Ned Pep¬ 
per (Barry Pepper) and his gang. 

A tenacious Texas Ranger called 
LeBoeuf (Matt Damon), who has 
been on Chaney’s trail for some 
time, joins the hunting party 
True Grit has an impressive 10 
Oscar nominations and deserves 
every single one. 

Production design is impeccable, 
beautifully evoking the era when a 
gun spoke just as loudly as words. 
Steinfeld, who was 13 years old 
when the film was made, is a rev¬ 
elation as the plucky daughter on a 


quest for vengeance. She is utterly 
believable in the role, holding her 
own against seasoned co-stars. 
Bridges is a hoot but some of his 
best lines are impossible to under¬ 
stand on the open plains through 
his garbled delivery, and Damon, 
Pepper and Brolin offer strong 
support. 

The Coens canter through the bril¬ 
liantly orchestrated gun fights but 
always remain tightly focused on 
the characters and the delightful 
relationship between Mattie and 
Rooster.

Robinson: It's make or break for Saints 


FORMER All Black Mark 
Robinson says the next four 
league games will make or 
break Saints’ Aviva Pre¬ 
miership challenge. 

Saints suffered their 
third league defeat in a row 
at home to Saracens on Sat¬ 
urday when they failed to 
make a two-man advantage 
pay 

They were without a host 
of first-team regulars, with 
five players on interna¬ 
tional duty and Courtney 


Lawes and Lee Dickson out 
injured. 

Robinson says with so 
many key players missing 
Saints are bound to lose 
games during the Six Na¬ 
tions period, but they have 
to make sure they don’t fall 
too far down the Premier¬ 
ship table before their stars 
return. 

The former Saints scrum- 
half said: “These bad runs 
make or break a season. 

“If you look at Leices¬ 


ter; during this period they 
usually lose the most Eng¬ 
land internationals and it 
make-or-breaks their sea¬ 
son. They lose a couple but 
they generally win a couple 
as well. 

“They accept they will lose 
players and will lose games, 
but just make sure they don’t 
lose every single game so 
when the stars come back 
they can really build to the 
business end of the season. 

“This is what Northamp¬ 


ton have to do and they 
are in a great position to 
do that. It is not as though 
they are trying to climb up 
the table, they are at the top 
or near the top already.” 

Saints stayed third after 
Saracens scored their third 
successive win at Frank¬ 
lin’s Gardens and they are 
now four points behind the 
second-placed Fezheads, 
but still have two games in 
hand. 

With a trip to Bath to 


come on Saturday (ko 3pm) 
followed by Gloucester at 
home and then Exeter away, 
some supporters are start¬ 
ing to panic as to when the 
bad run will end. 

Robinson said: “It is a 
good thing that supporters 
are panicking, because it 
wasn’t that long ago that 
when they lost two league 
games it was almost like 
‘oh well, we will win one 
soon’. Now they are expect¬ 
ing to win. 


“That is a great change 
in perspective, it is a good 
thing and the players must 
be feeling it as well. They 
won’t want to lose again.” 

■ CHRIS ASHTON was 
breaking records again last 
weekend as he ran in four 
tries in England’s 59-13 
demolition of Italy in the 
Six Nations at Twicken¬ 
ham.

Sampson 


IAN SAMPSON said the 
point his Cobblers side 
picked up against More- 
cambe on Tuesday was a 
good one - because they 
played "rubbish' and 
were lucky not to lose. 

Town threw away a lead 
three times at Sixfields to 
draw 3-3 with the Shrimps, 
with John Johnson, Kevin 
Thornton and Leon McKenzie 
all seeing their strikes can¬ 
celled out by the visitors. 

The result leaves Sampson’s 
men in 14th place in npower 
League Town eight points off 
the final play-off place. What 
it does represent, though, is 
another costly Sixfields draw 
- on six occasions this sea¬ 
son Northampton have been 
forced to share the points with 
the visiting side. 

While some of those have 
been frustrating for the man¬ 


ager, this one brought some 
pleasure because it was more 
than he felt his side deserved. 

“It was a good point at the 
end of the day because that’s 
the worst we’ve played in 
months and months,” he said. 
“I chose an attacking side and 
a team that would go out there 
and pass the ball, but they 
couldn’t pass water. 

“With the team I picked I 
knew it would be an open game 
but I told them after they were 
rubbish and we were lucky to 
get the point in the end. 

“I know we can pass the ball 
a lot better than that so that 
was disappointing; it wasn’t 
even just a couple of players it 
was the whole team. 

“We were jittery, we had far 
too many bad periods of play 
and we kept giving the ball 
away. And we didn’t stop the 
crosses that came in or defend 
our box well enough. 


“Even so, we went ahead 
three times in the game but 
our bad play outweighed the 
good things we did comfort¬ 
ably.” 

His opposite number, More- 
cambe boss Sammy Mcllroy 
was a happy man but said the 
game highlighted both the 
best and the worst of his team, 
with some woeful defending 
contrasting with a spirit and 
tenacity to come back into the 
contest. 

“Our defending for North¬ 
ampton’s goals was shocking 
and I wish teams would gift us 
goals like the ones we gifted 
them,” said Mcllroy. 

“But to score three goals 
away from home and get a 
point at what is a difficult 
place to come is very pleas¬ 
ing.” 

Town are back at Sixfields 
tomorrow when they host Al¬ 
dershot (ko 3pm).
